STATES MUST CHANGE 
THEIR BANKING LAWS 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 7.—Western 
states must make radical changes in 
their banking laws before the new 
currency system can become general- 
lv effective, according to speakers at 
the annual convention of the National 
Association of Supervisors of State 
Banks heré today. 

It was pointed out that banking 
laws of several western common- 
wealths forbid the investment of funds 
of state-chartered banks in stocks of 
any description, and this conflict be- 
tween federal and state banking laws 
will be one of the matters taken up 
when the banking supervisors meet 
members of the federal reserve board 
in Washington Thursday. 

A feature of the day's session was 
an attack by Edward H. Doyle, bank- 
ing commissioner for Michigan, on 
laws that permit private banks 

“No one will denv that the days of 
the private ‘banks are numbered,” said 
Mr. Dovle. “Their number is steadily 
decreasing and, in some states, they 
have been abolished, while in others 
they are supervised to a greater or 
less extent. The abolishing of pri- 
vate banks will work no hardship to 
those whoare solvent, but it will put 
the private banker, on the verge of 
bankruptcy, out of business.” 

Thecommissioner agreed that legis- 
lation of the “blue sky” order should 
be made uniform throughoutthe coun- 
try and that it should be made to ap- 
ply only to “get-rich-quick” con- 
cerns, and not interfere with legitl- 
mate business in high-grade stocks 
and bonds.

When 
the fund is collected, according to 
members who have given close study 
and thought to the movement, it will 
be used in launching these projects: 

A headquarters building, with ambu- 
lance, veterinary corps, and equipment 
for rendering first aid to injured 
horses, mules, dogs and other animals. 

Employment of an inspector to look 
after the animals on the streets in 
summer and winter. 

Educational campaign for owners of 
horses and mules, and their drivers. 

Tuesday’s annual meeting was the 
largest in point of attendance, ever 
held by the society, and from the en- 
thusiasm of.members it became appar- 
ent that the work of the society dur- 
ing the past year has given the move- 
ment greater impetus.

He explained that 
his own experiences have shown con- 
clusively that not only can owners of 
animals help their beasts but can save 
themselves lots of money and trouble 
by following out the suggestions of the 
society. 

Reports of the various officers show- 
ed the society to be in splendid shape. 
The membership has increased during 
the year, and according to the mem- 
bership committee the membership will 
be greatly increased during the com- 
ing year.

Recommends Books to State 
Board—Eugenics Bill Killed. 


Biennial Session Favored. 


vote of 28 to 1 the state sen- 
ate of Georgia Tuesday placed its 
stamp of approval upon Webster's 
Blue-Back speller, when it passed the 
resolution of Senator McGregor, of the 
nineteenth, and Senator Allen, of the 
twentieth, recommending the book to 
the state board of education for usage 
in the common schools. 

“I offer an amendment to the Dill 
providing that the picture and story of 
the little gray squirrel be placed in 
the back of the book as in days of 
yore,” asserted Senator Miller, of the 
twenty-fourth. 

“I accept your amendment and sug- 
gest that the story of the little boy 
in the apple tree and all the other 
stories e&the days of yore be included 
in the book,” replied Senator Mc- 
Gregor. And then he took from his 
desk a copy of the old book, and delv- 
ing with unerring accuracy into its 
recesses, read the story of the little 
boy in the apple tree to the senate. 

“This little book contains more 
philosophy than any other book in the 
world of its size. Why some months 
ago at a gathering of the representa- 
tives of; thirty publishing houses of 
this country I asked them what was 
the most educational book in the 
world and the unanimous reply was, 
‘Webster's Blue-Back speller.’” 
Favorable Action on ‘wo Measures. 

Favorable action was taken on two 
measures which are planks in the plat- 
form of Randolph Anderson for gov- 
ernor. The senate passed the bili of 
Senator Oliff changing the election of 
county officers from two to four years, 
and disagreed on the adverse report 
of the general judiciary committee on 
the bill of Senators Oliff and Pope, 
which provides for the holding of 
biennial sessions of the legislature. 

In speaking upon his bill changing 
the election of county officers from 
two to four-year terms, Senator Oliff 
Said: 

“I wish now that I had drawn my 
bill so it would have applied to the 
governor, state senators and represen- 
tatives. 1 cannot see the sense in this 
everlasting political chaos in thig state. 
There is a universal demand from the 
working people for the suspense of 
= turmoil and they are heartily 
ehind this measure.” 

“Senator Kea was the only senator 
who voted against the bill which was 
passed as a constitutional amendment. 

Last year the general judiciary com- 
mittee reported unfavorably the Dill 
changing the sessions of the legisla- 
ture from annual to biennial. Yes- 
terday the report of this committee 
was disagreed to, and the bill takes its 
regular place on the calendar. 

“Three-fourths of the members of 
the committee who reported this bill 
unfavorably last year have changed 
their positions and I earnestly believe 
that the bill will pass the senate by a 
two-thirds vote,’ said Senator Olift. 
“This is my last legislative experi- 
ence.” he continued, “but I feel that if 
I get this ane bill through this legis- 
lature, I will have accomplished a 
great deal.” 

Eugenics Bill Killed. 

The eugenics bill, drawn by Dr. B 
L. Embrey, of Villa Rica, and intro- 
duced in the senate last year by Sena- 
tor Hixon, was killed yesterday by 
disagreement to the favorable report 
of the committee on hygiene and sani- 
tation that the bill be passed by sub- 
stitute. 

This bill prevides for the preven- 
tion of any marriage in Georgia with- 
out previous examination and  ap- 
proval of the physical and mental con- 
dition of the contracting parties, evi- 
denced by a reputable physician's cer- 
tificate. Also a lang set of questions 
regarding the occupation. age, past 
life and other important matters would 
have to be answered. 

The bill provides penalties for a 
physician certifying to any of the 
questions falsely; for a father certify- 
ing falsely as to his daughter’s con- 
dition, and for ordinaries who issued 
licenses without the requirements hav- 
ing been met. 

Senator Stark. spoke shortly favor- 
ing the bill without amendments. He 
wanted to know why the breeders of 
thoroughbred horses were so careful 
in their methods, while the mating of 
persons was so lax. Senator Richard- 
son, who is a doctor, favored the bill 
without amendments. He stated that 
30 per cent of the epileptic idiots were 
rendered mentally defective by vene- 
real diseases of ancestors. 

The amendment of Senator McGreg- 
or, providing for the fF erilization of 
persons afflictet with incurable and 
transmittable diseases, was killed. Sen- 
ator Tyson’s amendment striking that 
portion of the bill requiring a physical 
examination was lost.

Crory School Book Bill 
Is Adcpted. 


Two important bills were passed by 
the house Tuesday morning and a 
third was under consideration when 
the hour of adjournment was reached. 

Without any further debate and with 
only a féw members explaining their 
votes, the McCrory school book Dill 
was passed by a vote of 151 to 3. The 
bill calls for the publication of two 
text books by the educational depart- 
ment of the state in order to ascer- 
tain if the publishing houses have 
been making exorbitant charges for 
school books. The bill provides that 
cOntracts shall be let to the lowest 
bidder. An amendment was adopted 
before the bill was passed which adds: 
“Provided that said lowest bid does 
not exceed the cost or price of a 
Similar book -or text now on the 
adopted list.”” The bill, as passed, was 
ordered committed to the senate im- 
mediately. 

The house, by a vote of 149 to 14, 
passed a bill calling for a constitu- 
tional amendment creating the county 
of Candler. The proposed new county 
is to be taken from parts of Tattnall, 
Bulloch and Emanuel with Metter as 
the county site. It is to have about 
$0U square miles, a population of about 
10,000 and taxable real estate to the 
value of over $2,000,000. The name is

Fulbright Opposes Bill.

He shall succeed the 
governor and receive his salary when- 
ever the latter dies, resigns or other- 
wise vacates the office. If both the 
governor and lieutenant governor va- 
cate, then the president of the sen- 
ate is to act as oe The next 
in line for the office is the speaker 
of the house. The senate is to choose 
its president when the lieutenant.gov- 
ernor becomes governor.

RANSOM DELAYED, 
VELASCO IS KILLED 


Wealthy Manufacturer Is 
Executed by Zapatistas. 
United States Had Been 
Asked to Save Velasco. 


Vera Cruz, July 7.—Delay in_ the 
payment of a ransom of 1,000,000 pesos 
has resulted in the execution by Zapa- 
tistas of Juan Velasco, manager of a 
cotton manufacturing concern, who was 
taken prisoner near Atlixco, state of 
Puebla, according to Velasco's brother, 
who left Vera Cruz yesterday to obtain 
his release, but returned tonight from 
his unsuccessful mission. 

The prisoner Velasco was compelled 
to send to the officials of the com- 
pany in Puebla the demand for the 
ransom, and his brother started out 
immediately to aid him. He proceeded 
as far as Apizaco, near Puebla, where 
he was going to get in touch with the 
Zapatistas when he was informed the 
captive already had been killed. The 
circumstances of the case have been 
Placed on record at the French con- 
sulate, with the claim that Velasco 
was a Frenchman, not a Spaniard, as 
previously thought. 

New Bedford, Mass., July 7.—The aid 
of the state department in obtaining 
the reléase of Juan Velasco, a wealthy 
Mexican cotton manufacturer who is 
reported to be held for ransom by a 
band of Zapatistas, was invoked today 
by John E. Furnans, of this city, 
United States representative of the Ve- 
lasco factories. Furnans, in a message 
td Secretary Bryan, said that Velasco 
was threatened with torture unless a 
ransom of one million pesos was paid. 

Washington, July 7.—An appeal for 
the protection of Juan Velasco came to 
the state department today through 
the Massachusetts delegation in the 
house, but the department delayed 
action to ascertain if Velasco is an 
American citizen. Velasco is believed 
to be a Mexican, in which case all the 
government can do is to make an ap- 
peal for fair treatment for him in the 
name of humanity, if any means can 
be found of addressing Zapata. 

Heretofore it has not been found pos- 
sible to do this, owing to the fact that 
the state department has no consular 
officers in the part of Mexico where 
Zapatistas are operating.

NEWS OF ADJUSTMENT

Washington, July \7.—Reports_ to- 
night from Torreon that the Villa- 
Carranza peace conference ended last 
night and that differences in the con- 
stitutionalist ranks had been adjust- 
ed encouraged Washington officials 
and constitutionalist agents here, who 
hope mediation of the Mexican im- 
broglio soon may be successfully con- 
cluded. 

While no official dispatches had 
been received by General Carranza’s 
agents relative to the settlement of 
the constitutionalists’ internecine af- 
fairs, a message last night from Gen- 
eral Villa addressed to the American 
agent, Felix Sommerfeld, declared the 
Torreon conference was progressing 
satisfactorily and that differences 
would be settled. 

Later information direct from 
conference asserting that terms 
settlement had been reached was 
credited here generally and, it was 
believed, the adjusting of these affairs 
soon would be followed by a decision 
by the constitutionalist generals as to 
the invitation for their representatives 
to meet with Huerta’s delegates to dis- 
cuss Mexico’s internal affairs. 

Rafael Zubaran, Luis Cabrera, Fer- 
nando Iglesias Calderon and Leopoldo 
Hurtado Espinosa, constitutionalist 
agents, conferred today with Charles 
A. Douglas, legal representative of 
General Carranza in Washington, after 
Douglas had talked with Secretary

“Nor have I claimed that | was en- 
titled to all the credit for passing all 
the great constructive and progressive 
legislation that I have voted for dur- 
ing the many years of my service in 
the house, but surely when. Mr. 
ton wishes to place on me the full re- 
sponsibility of helping to pass bills 
for which J] voted that he professes not 
to like, such as the salary increase bill, 
then the same rule works the other 
way, and I am entitled to the credit 
of helping pass the bills I did vote 
for, of which he approves. 

“Mr. Slaton charges that the disfran- 
chisement bill I offered in the Georgia 
legislature in 1899 was a mere copy 
of the bills offered in the states of 
Mississippi and Alabama. The extent 
of the governor's ignorance on this 
and many other public questions is 
lamentable. The bill I offered in 
Georgia was entirely different from 
the law that Mississippi had _ then 
passed. That law provided for a 
straight educational test, with no pro- 
vision for saving the votes of a great 
many worthy and virtuous white 
voters, whom the poverty and hard- 
ship resulting from the civil war had 
deprived of an education. The Ala- 
bama law was neither introduced nor 
passed until many years after 1899. 
Governor Slaton ought to inform him- 
self before he undertakes to inform 
others. 

“Mr. Slaton insists, with great gusto, 
that 1 was opposed to the general par- 
cel post. He is simply thrashing out 
Old straw again.

Charlie Smith, negro, of 351 Fulton 
street, who, armed with a hatchet, 
brained Bland Wallis, of 158 Windsor 
street, Friday night at the corner of 
Cooper street and Georgia avenue, was 
bound over under the charge of mur- 
der Tuesday afternoon by Judge Nash 
Broyles. 

Smith told the court that he realized 
his neck was going to be broken, but 
declared that he remembered nothing 
about the murder, stating that he 
was under the influence of whisky. 
He said that he was glad some one 
Saw the murder and could tell it to 
the court, and that he knew his attack 
on Wallis was unwarranted. 

He admitted having the hatchet be- 
fore he got drunk, saying that he 
found it after quitting work Friday 
afternoon, 

Wallis, and his brother, L. P. Wallis, 
of Ideal, Ga., with his brother's wife 
and two children, were waiting for a 
street car, when the negro approached 
them, asking if the street was not 
Pryor street. Wallis told him “no,” 
and then the negro walked away 
about thirty paces, and returned again. 
As he drew near Wallis, he took the 
hatchet from his overalls and began 
a vicious attack, braining him and 
slashing his throat. 

The screams of Mrs. Willis, the 
children and the chase of the negro 
by Wallis’ brother attracted several 
other white men, who caught the 
negro about two blocks from the 
scene of the crime.

AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Freddie Welsh Defeats Willie Ritchie 


London, July 7.—Fred Welsh, lhght- 
weight champion of England, tonight 
outboxed Willie Ritchie, the American 
champion, and on the referee’s deci- 
sion won the lightweight championship 
of the world. 

The fight took place at Olympia, and 
the 8,000 spectators witnessed a fast 
and clever bout. Rapid footwork and 
much in-fighting were pronounced 
features. The British victory was 
cheered to the echo, although there 
was some dissatisfaction among the 
American spectators at the decision, 
bécause neither man was bested at the 
finish. Although Welsh scored the 
most blows, those of the American ap- 
peared to be the more telling. 

It was a fine exhibition of boxing. 
Neither man went to the floor and 
the struggle during the last six rounds 
was of a hurricane character. Welsh 
was quicker and tapped Ritchie repeat- 
edly on the face, finally drawing blood. 
The American tried continually for a 
Knockout, but either he was short, or 
Welsh got inside or under the swing. 


Ritehie Cries, 


Ritchie cried when the decision was 
given against him. He refused to 
talk in his dressing room, but later, 
at his hotel, he said: 

“I do not intend to make a ‘holler,’ 
but I do think the worst I should have 
got was a draw. Welsh was holding 
all the time and I was doing the 
fighting. Therefore I think the deci- 
sion was not fair to me.” 

Ritchie hurt his right 
bout, but otherwise was 
damaged, e#cept for a few 
on the face. 

All the old-timers are 
contest was one of the 
finest exhibitions of boxing 
in London in recent years. Some ‘ex- 
pressed the opinion that Ritchie 
would have come out on top in a fin- 
ish fight. The Welshman’s footwork 
and dodging were quicker than the 
American's, and he preferred much of 
the time to get to close quarters, 
where Ritchie could not use his pow- 
erful swings. There was altogether 
too much holding throughout to please 
the English spectators.

Ritchie forced the fighting in the 
last four rounds hard for a knockout, 
while Welsh plainly was playing to 
win a decision on points. 

The success of the affair is likely to 
Kindle great interest in the coming 
contest between Gunboat Smith and 
Georges Carpenter, the French cham- 
pion. Smith was given a warm recep- 
tion when introduced tonight.

ATLANTA’S GAS RATE.

Council has been unable 
to find the money for this purpose, and has, 
instead, appointed a special committee to 
confer with the gas company.

to determine whether Atlanta’s gas rate is 
too high, and one as easily solvable by 
council as by the commission or any other 
body. , 

It has been charged that cities through- 
out the country of Atlanta’s size and simi- 
larly circumstanced are paying less for gas 
than Atlanta. Starting from that allegation, 
it should not be a formidable or expensive 
undertaking to disclose the exact facts. If 
it is true, as alleged by City Electrician 
lurner and others, that Atlanta’s rate of $1 
per thousand feet is 20 per cent too high, 
council ought to be able to demonstrate that 
tact and effect a readjustment. 

Instead of turning over $5,000 to the 
state railroad commission to conduct a long, 
technical and protracted inquiry, why can- 
not the special committee already appointed 
by council take over the task? It can mus- 
ter plenty of facts and figures. It can sum- 
mon experts on both sides. It can arrive at 
a just decision, in all probability, much more 
quickly than the commission, with its more 
clumsy and detailed procedure. 

The people of Atlanta have a right to 
relief if they are paying. an exorbitant rate 
for gas, or a rate greater than that of. cities 
situated. 


There is no use waiting until the city can 


in Atlanta's class and similarly 
spare $5,000 for a probe that can as well be 
conducted by the city for nothing. 

Let council conduct its cwn probe, ascer- 


tain the truth and act accordingly.

Hamlin, W. P. G. Harding and A. C. Miller 
as members of the federai reserve ‘board of 
the.new banking systeim. The nominations 
of Paul M. Warburg and Thomas D. Jones 
are held up by the senate committee on 
banking and currency to which the nomina- 
tions were referred. 

Fortunately, the secretary of the treas- 
ury and comptroller of the currency are ex- 
officio members of the board and with the 
three members already confirmed constitute 
a quorum. This means that, despite the 
undefined status of the two remaining ap- 
 pointees, the preliminary work of setting 
up the currency system will now get under 
way. 

Throughout their handling of the ap- 
pointments to the reserve board, the com- 
mittee and the senate have displayed a 
hypercritical tendency verging on picayun- 
ishness. The records of each of the nom- 
inees has been subject to a merciless micro- 
scoping, and hypothetical flaws that they 
themselves had forgotten were resurrected 
and paraded. 

Of.cocurse, the work of the reserve board 
will be of the utmost importance, and it is 
vital that only men of the highest type and 
ability be choscn for membership. But this 
necessity does not prejudice the fact that if 
an inspection sufficiently minute were made 
of the life of every man who has risen to 
eminence in business, material could be 
found upon which to base distorted allega- 
tiows of unfitness. Warburg is a man of ex- 


: - 
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haustive experience in finance and knows 
that game like a book. His career in this 


| country and in Europe proves him to be 


one of the world’s leading financial authori- 
ties. Yet, because at various phases he has 
been connected with “big business,” the 
committee views him with eyes of cold bus- 
picion, and now Warburg has declined the 
appointment rather than submit to an in- 
quisition. 

Relatively the same statements can be 
made of Jones, of Chicago, as previously 
they were made of John Skelton Williams, 
comptroller of the currency. Let any man 
be elevated to a position of distinction, and 
it is the signal for blatherskite innuendo 
and suspicion. In the name of reason, how 
is any man to get experience unless he 
mixes up with big affairs? And is it not the 
height of lunacy to think that every man 
who has mixed With big affairs is hopelessly 
tainted? 

_ The petty and deplorable tendency to Sus- 
pect every one is a relic of the sickening 
decade of the demagogue and the muck- 
raker. We have buried many of the tribe, 
but their unlovely bequests remain’ to 


plague us. 


BETTER GO SLOW. ~ 


The bill recently introduced in the gen- 
eral assembly by Senator Watts, of the 
eleventh district, relating to the regulation 
of the cattle and dairy business in Georgia, 
and reported favorably by the senate com- 
mittee on agriculture, is based on wise con- 
siderations, but the greatest care should be 
exercised to avoid undue limitations, which 
would tend to hamper these industries. 

The heralded approach of the boll weevil 
to the borders of Georgta emphasizes the 
importance of encouraging every branch of 
agricultural resource to supplement the cot- 
ton crop, and the farmers of Georgia are 
fast awakening to the possibilities of cattle 
growing. 

The hills of the state are already dotted 
with herds of Herefords and Shorthorns, 
and numerous packing houses are keeping 
within the state thousands of dollars which 
formerly went west and north in exchange 
for packing house products. ; 

While reasonable regulation of these 
infant industries would not, under proper 
restrictions, preve harmful, nothing that 
smacks of arbitrary interference should be 
tolerated as an experiment, but public pol- 
icy should be wisely exerted in every direc- 
tion to encourage Georgia farmers and pack- 
ers to raise and market Georgia mgats for 
home consumption. 

Where the effect of any proposed regu- 
lation is in doubt, the wise legislator will 
refrain from dangerous experiment. 


THE STANDPAT BOURBONS. ' 

The antics of some of the republican old 
guard remind one of that confiding enthu- 
siast who mistook a buzzing in his ear for 
a thunderstorm. That seems to be about 
the logic that has led “old Doc” Gallinger, 
of New Hampshire; Uncle Joe Cannon, of 
Illinois; Foraker, of Ohio, and others of the 
inveterate standpatters. to announce for 
election or re-election. We do not cite 
Boies Penrose, of Pennsylvania, since it i» 
beginning to appear that he has such a grip 
on the voters of Pennsylvania that not even 
the exuberant Pinchot can pry him loose. 

With the others, it is a case of the polit- 
ical graveyard giving up its dead. Are they 
dead? ‘That question will be settled next 
November. We rather guess in the in- 
stances of Cannon and Foraker that their 
hopes are forlorn: They are miles behind 
the political fashions of the day, and seem 
to have lost capacity to catch step. Gal- 
linger, somewhat like Penrose, has a per- 
sonal stranglehold on his constituents, and 
may fare better. 

But for the standpatter, by and jlarge, 
the year does not appear to be a partichlarly 
auspicious one. If Uncle Joe and: Joseph 
Henson have the idea that we are going to 
return to the old days of special privilege 
and statesmanship for revenue only, thev 
have tragically misjudged the signs of the 
time. Perhaps some younger and more alert 
fepublicans could contest successfully. But 
the going appears slim for these old Bour- 
bons, who never learn anything and never 
forget anything. 


A DIPLOMATIC MISFIT. 


The country has been treated recently to 
a good many instances of deplorable diplo- 
matic selections, but the peremptory recall 


of George Fred Williams from Greece serves 


to elevate that exuberant individual as an 
example. If any further evidence were 
needed of the vital importance of having 
trained men in our diplomatic service, it is 
supplied by the incandescent Williams. 

His blazing indiscretion of invading a 
country to which he was not assigned, a 
country that is the powder mine of Europe, 
and then blabbing his petty personal criti- 
cisms, is enough to make the cherubim tear 
his hair. Had not the president promptly 
repudiated him, and had not European chan- 
cellories refuged to take him seriously, he 
might well have provoked complications in 
which the United States would have been 
involved. :

—OoOn a cactus with a serpent in its talons 
and its wings spread to the _ rising sun. 
Forthwith they laid there the foundation of 
the great city, Tenochtitlan, .which is the 
City of Mexico of today. The date set for 
this, of course conjectural, is about 1325. 
At first built with reeds and rushes on 
piles in the edge of the lake, the rude Indian 
huts were in time replaced by a huge city 
of stone, massive and with something of the 
engineering and, artistic skill which the an- 
cient monuments of Egypt display. Mexico 
City tgday stands in the midst of streets 
that run outside the walls along the very 
causeways: where thestreets entered Tenoch- 
titlan of old. The Aztec temple was a pyra- 
mid 100. feet high, with 114 steps from the 
ground to a broad esplanade on which 30 
horsemen could ride in tourney. From the 
top of this temple Cortez looked down on 
the beautiful land which he was to dom- 
inate. A causeway led from Lake Chalco to 
Lake Texcoco, and over this the Spaniards 
came. The old city was intersected with 
canals, like Venice, and these <anals have 
today become streets of the City of Mexico. 
The empire of the Montezumas is sup- 
posed to have been founded about 1460, and 
the earliest records of the Indian race in 
Mexico point to the kingdom of the Toltecs, 
in 1648. Mexico City was for two hundrel 
years after the Spanish conquest, in 1519, 
the metropolis of European civilization in 
the new world, and by the end of the 
eighteenth c “tury there were 125,000 people 
there. incluting Spaniards and mixed 
descendants o.« the Indians and Spaniards. 
The pupulatien of Mexico City in 1900 was 
$44,721.

“free choice of doctors,” it is significant that) 


the attacks on medical practice acts are al- 
ways inspired and led by those who wish to 
treat the sick for compensation and not by 
those who wish the privilege ot selecting 
some unqualified practitioner as an attend- 
ant. Another “significant fact is that no 
matter how carefully drawn or how dili- 
gently guarded after its passage a medical 
practice law may be, it is eventually nulli- 
fied, either partially or completely, by the 
passage of an amendment or the rendering 
of a judicial decision modifying the defini- 
tions or introducing such exemptions as will 
made it possible for untrained and .unqual- 
ified persons to perform, under the author- 
itv of the law, the very acts which the law 
itself was intended to prohibit. This nulli 
fication process has occurred repeatedly in 
different states. No better exaniple of it has 
recently been observed than the recent 
amendment of the Massachusetts medical 
nractice act, which resulted in the adoption 
of the following amendment: “Nothing in 
this act shall be held te apply to registered 
pharmacists, registered dentists or 
tered optometrists, or to restrain the prac- 
tice of clairvoyance, hypnotism or mind cure, 
or to apply to any person who administers 
to or treats the sick or the suffering by men- 
tal or spiritual means without fhe use of 
drugs or material remedies.” Evidently the 
belief in Massachusetts in spirits, ghosts and 
similar superstitions has persisted ever since 
Cotton Mather’s day. The legalization by 
the Massachusetts Jegislature of the fortune- 
telling clairvoyants who are being put out 
of business as swindlers by the police in 
many of our states is a sad commentary on 
legislative conditions in a state which was 
once regarded as the intellectual leader of 
the nation. Another amendment to 
defined the practice of medicine so as to 
restrict it very largely to those claiming to 
be scientifically educated and qualified phy- 
sicians. That is, the Massachusetts Jaw has 
gratiually been modified by amendment from 
a restrictive measure into a definite law, in 
which the illegal act consists, not in treat-

Dr. Carman yesterday 
insisted that the man who fired at 
him was riding a bicycle which he 
guided with his right hand, using his 
left to fire the revolver. This follows 
his theory that a left-handed man fired 
the shot that killed Mrs. Bailey. 

Another cléw being followed today 
has to do with a threat alleged to have 
been made by a woman that “I'll mur- 
der that man if it takes all my life.”
